Americans Make Successful Attack In

n few hundred ynrd.s Into Ihu German 
lines and captured two Gcrnmn offi- 
cers, twenty mem and oue machine gun.

While the Americans were In front 


of the wire entanglements nnd In shell 
holes, still lighting desperately, the 
American barrage lire began sweep- 
ing No Mini's Land, catching many 
running Prussians who had enough of 
American methods, The barrage swept 
buck and forth, making suro of doing 
iill possible damage to the foe,. 


When Iho onomy had been driven 


back out of the. positions the bodies 
of ten Gcrinim soldiers were found In 
tho American trenches, Two German 
ollicers were entangled In Ihu wire and 
many bodies were In sight. 
Eight 


wore visible through the snowstorm 
ut one point. Tho ground was littered, 
with enemy hand grenades, boxes OH 
explosives for destroying dugouts nnd 
Incendiary bombs, which Ihey had no 
opportunity to lisa. 


They managed, however, to drop In- 


cemllnry bombs In two dugouts, which 
were destroyed by lire, but no Ameri- 
cans wore in them, 


It the Germans captured (my. pris- 


oners, which II is doubtful, there were 
not more than two or three, possibly 
from a listening post. 


Two Gorman prisoners wero wound- 


ed nnd the other taken was unhurt, 
except for a welt on one of his hands 
where he was struck by a 
young 


American soldier when he showed fight 
nfter capture. 


From the prisoners the American 


officers have secured much valuable 
Information. One said: 


"I did not have n chance to do any- 


thing before i\n American jumped onto 
mo nnd grabbed me by the throat." 


Tlie Germans bad been preparing 


for the raid for three weeks and be- 
longed to the Seventy-eighth reserve 
division of Hanover,

Tb's is the way to set a hen. 
As f.he trmo approaches for the hen 


to become broody or sit, and care In 
taken to look Into the nest, it will be 
seen that there :m> a few soft, downy 
feathers being left there by the hen; 
also tho hen stays longer on the nest 
when laying :it Ibis time and on being 
approached 
will quite likely remain 


on the nest making u clucking noise, 
ruffling her feathers and pecking at 
the Intruder. When it is noted tbnt n 
bon sits on a nest for two or throe 
nights In succession and that most of 
the feathers uro gone from her breast, 
•which should feel hot to the hand, sho 
is ready to be transferred to a nest 
which bos been prepared for her be- 
forehand. The normal temperature of 
the hen Is from ]OR.degrees to 107 de- 
grees F,, which varies slightly during 
Incubation. 


Dust tho hen thoroughly with in- 


sect powder, holding her by the feet 
with the head down and working the 
powder well Into the feathers. 
The 


powder should also be sprinkled In 
the nest. The nest should be in some 
quiet, out-of-the-way place where the 
hen will not be disturbed. 
Move her 


from the regular laying nest at night 
nnd handle her carefully In doing so. 
Put a china egg In the nest where she 
Is to sit, and place n board over the 
opening so that she cannot get off. 
Townrd evening of tha second day go 
In quietly where she Is sitting, leave 
some feed nnd wnter, remove the 
boanl from the front or top of tho 
nest nnd let the hen <come off when 
she is'rendy. Should she return to the 
nest after" feeding, remove tho china 
egg or eggs and put under those that 
are to be incubated. If the nesta are 
slightly darkened the liens nre less 
likely <o become restless. At hatching 
time they should be confined and not 
be disturbed untjl the hatching is com- 
pleted unlfsf

How to Ship Hatching Eggs. 


Eggs for hatching can be shipped ex- 


renslvcly over long distances successful* 
Iy, but In many cases the shipment up- 
pears to' affect the hutch. Setting eggs 
are packed for shipment in several dif- 
ferent ways. One of the best methods 
Is t:o use a common market basltet well 
lined on the bottom nnd sides with ex- 
celsior. After wrapping the eggp in a 
thin Itiyer of paper and enough excel- 
sior to make a ball of about, three 
inches In diameter, pack them tightly 
In the bosket, then put on a covering 
of excelsior, and over nil sew a piece of 
strong cotton cloth, or ihe cloth can be 
pushed up under the outside rim of the 
basket with a case knife. The latter 
method of fastening the cloth Is much 
quicker than the former and just ns 
effective. Kgga nre nlso shipped safely 
almost any distance by packing them 
In n stiff pasteboard carton 'or box: 
made for this purpose, the spaco 


Coop for Hen and Chicks. 


Have the. brood coops ready for 


hens and chicks when they come off 
the nests. 
Coops may be made of, 


waste lumber or of boxes. Quartern

satisfaction. The coop should be inado 
so that It can bo closed at night to 
keep out. cats, ruts and other animals, 
nnd enough ventilation should be al- 
lowed NO that, tho hens and chlcltB will 
have plenty of fresh air.

NESTS FOR SITTING HENS. 


Where only a few hens are sot 


special quarters are not neces- 
sary, but. if many nre used n 
separate room should be provid- 
ed. If portable nontH have been 
provided lor the laying hens, the 
sitters cnn be moved In them to 
new quarters. 
Of the various 


stylos of noHtfl used for sitting 
hens this one bus given good sat- 
isfaction : 
A box 15 Inches 


square, 15 Inches high with a 
board six inches high in front 
to prevent nesting material from 
falling out. The nests mny be 
arranged in tiers with a hinge 
front which makes a platform 
for each tier when open. When 
using a bunk of nests as the one 
Just described, it would be well 
to place three or four Inches of 
damp earth in each nest. The 
nesting material is next put in 
nnd may consist of hny, chaff, or 
straw. Pack this material down 
Hrmly and shape a circular nest 
out of it, which should be slight- 
ly deeper at tho center than at 
the edges, as a nest so shaped 
will prevent the eggs from roll- 
Ing out from under the hen and 
becoming chilled.

Hundreds of Prisoners Taken While

salient and Germans numbering 240 
came sweeping forward under the pro- 
tection of their

easy time anticipated, found the Amer- 
icans all ready for battle. 
Fierce 


hand-to-hand fighting began. 


One American caprnin ralli-od men 


with rifles and machine guns nnd went 
through the American wire entangle- 
ments into No Man's Land and there 
.waiter! for the enemy, whom he ex- 
pected to' be driven out by bis com- 
rades In the trenches. 


He was right, for soon groups of 


the enomy started back, through the 
•wire entanglements. 
The Americans 


poured in a deadly fire, but unfortun- 
ately the captain was killed during the 
fight. He is the first member of the 
1917 class at West ;Point to be killed. 


Barrage Traps Fleeing Foe. 


While the Americans were in front 


of the wire entanglements and in shell 
holes, still fighting desperately, the 
American barrage fire began sweep- 
ing No Man's Land, catching many 
running Prussians who had enough of 
American methods. The barrage swept 
back and forth, making sure of doing 
all possible damage to the foe. 


When the enemy had been driven 


back out of the positions the bodies 
of ten German soldiers were found in 
the American trenches. Two German, 
officers were entangled in tlie wire and 
many bodies were in sight. 
Bight 


were visible through the snowstorm 
at one point. The ground was littered 
•with enemy hand grenades, boxes of 
explosives for destroying dugouts and 
Incendiary bombs, which they had no 
opportunity to use. 
They managed, however, to drop In- 


cendiary bombs' In two dugouts, which, 
xvere destroyed by fire, but no Ameri- 
cans were In them. 


If the Germans captured any. pris- 


oners, which it is doubtful, there were 
not more than tvyo or three, possibly 
from a listening post. 
Two German prisoners were wound- 


ed and the other taken, was unhurt, 
except for a welt on one of his hands 
where he was struck by a young 
American soldier when he showed fight 
after capture. 
From the prisoners the American 


officers have secured much valuable 
Information. One said: 


"I did not have a chance to do any- 


thing before »n American jumped onto 
me and grabbed me by the throat." 


The Germans had been preparing 


for the raid for three weeks nnd be- 
longed to the Seventy-eighth reserve 
division of Hanover. 


The prisoners had Russian coins In 


their possession and came • into the 
trenches opposite just before the 
Americans took over this sector.

Americans displayed the greatest per- 
sonal courage, bravery and energy 
throughout the engagement and out- 
fought the surprised enemy from th*»

themselves."

said, the flood-gates to tho breweries 
are wide open. 


Wo see by the papers that schools

It Is a 
strange brand of patriotism thut will 
olose up schools, but will refuse to 
enforce a statute for Sunday closing 
of saloons. And further, this "slack- 
er" economy permits 114 breweries 
and about 7,000 saloons iu our state 
to burn up fuel and to waste food- 
stuffs, and man power without ef- 
fective action—the crying needs of a. 
world war .are not sufficient to wake 
up Milwaukee and other towns of 
similar stripe.

In a circular just issued by the 


College of Agriculture, its home eco- 
nomics workers say: "The corn acre- 
age of the United States is nearly 
double that of the rest of the world. 
Possessing so great a wealth of this 
ccrea,!—-a typical true-blue American 
crop—its wider use is our natural 
duty. It should be an easy matter to 
educate our tastes when so much of 
Importance- to our lives and fortunes 
is at stake. We cannot ask our allies 
f.o share our corn with us, for the 
European housewife is not equipped 
with ovens which bake hot broads 
satisfactorily. 
All bread in Kurope 


is baked in central kitchens :u)d dis- 
tributed to the various households^ 
each morning. Corn bread docs not 
make palatable cold bread. We must, 
eat the corn in order that there may 
bo more wheat to send to those fight- 
ing in the cause of freedom—our 
'lilies and our own army. There is 
neither time nor equipment for mak- 
ing corn dishes in the trenches."

This Is the way to set a hen. 
As the time approaches for the hen 


to become broody or sit, and care Is 
taken to look into the nest, it will be 
seen that there are a few soft, downy 
feathers being left there by the hen; 
also the hen stays hmger on th.' nest 
when laying at this time and on being 
approached will quite likely remain 
on the nest making u clucking noise, 
ruffling her feathers and pecking ut 
the intruder. When it Is noted thnt n 
hen sits on a nest for two or three 
nights In succession and thnt most of 
the feathers are gone from her breast, 
which should feel hot to the hand, she 
Is ready to be'transferred to a nest 
which has been prepared for her be- 
forehand. The normal temperature ol 
the hen Is from 108. degrees to 10T de- 
grees F., which varies slightly during 
incubation. 
Dust the hen thoroughly with in- 


sect powder, holding her by the feet 
vith the head down and working the 
,owder well Into the feathers. 
The 


wwder should also be sprinkled in 
he nest. The nest should be in some 
iulet, out-of-the-way place where the 
icn will not be disturbed. 
Hove her 


rom the regular laying nest at night 
and handle her carefully in doing so. 
Put a china egg In the nest where she 
s to sit, and place a board over the 
opening so that she cannot get off. 
Toward evening of the second day go 
n quietly where she is sitting, leave 
some feed nnd water, remove the 
board from the front or top of the 
nest and let the hen come off when 
she Is'ready. Should she return to the 
nest aftef feeding, remove the china 
P.K« or eggs and put under those that 
are to be Incubated. If the nests are 
slightly darkened the bens ore less 
ikely to become restless. At hatching 
time they Should be confined und not 
be disturbed until the hatching Is com- 
pleted unlless th«y become restless, 
«m«n It m|ay be best to remove the; 
chicks thatj are hatched first. In cool 
weather it] is best not to put more 
than ten eggs under the hen. Later in 
the spring one can put 12 to lo, ac- 
cording to the size of the hen. 


How to Ship Hatching Egg*. 


Eggs for hatching can be shipped ex- 


tensively over long distances successful- 
ly but in many cases the shipment ap- 
pears tey affect the hatch. Setting eggs 
are packed for shipment in neveral dif- 
ferent ways. One of the best methods 
Is to use a common market basket well 
lined on the bottom and sides with ex- 
celsior. After wrapping the cggp in a 
thin layer of paper and enough excel- 
sior to make a ball of about, three 
inches in diameter, pack them tightly 
in the basket, then put on a covering 
of excelsior, and over all sew a piece of 
strong cotton cloth, or the cloth can be 
pushed up under the outside rim of the 
basket with a case knife. The latter 
method of fastening tho cloth Is much 
quicker than the former and Just as 
effective. Eggs are also shipped safely 
almost any distance by packing them 
in a stiff pasteboard carton 'or box 
made for this purpose, the space

to patriotism. 


I watched women soldiers dig out their own 


trenches, who.ro ruin or bombardment had canned 
them to full In; pull around their lumvy ammuni- 
tion wagons und guns, as well its their field kitch- 
ens, and sot up their barbod-wlro entanglements. 
Many of them wore noblewomen find wealthy mem- 
bers of the. "upper froth" of Russia; qufto u num- 
ber were wives and mothers whose husbands wero 
fighting In another sector on the line; and every 
one was u volunteer. 


With courage went cheerfulness. 
In the midst 


of tins hardships of trench lift—und they can 
.scarcely be overestimated—those women sang bal- 
lads tmd catchy song.s us they worked at the busi- 
ness of dentil. 
Somo played on musical Instru- 


ments that they had brought Into the trenches, 
while most of them found tlrno to uttond to the com- 
fort of their pets, especially the battalion mascots 
—a parrot and a cut, 


AM wero short of clothing—simple us wtis their 


uniform. 
It consisted of u grayish khuki colored 


nmte.rlal, like washed-out khaki, made In overalls 
and Jumper, with n tight-filling high collar and 
belt. They wore the same hoots as were used by 
mon, and some had their foot encased In shoos and 
puttees, One of tho chief dlttkulUos In equipping 
women bus been to fit the "upper froth" with 
hoots, nnd to tho rigors of trench life has been 
added tho discomfort und, I fancy, pain of dainty 
fe«t In course, heavy unaccustomed boots, stand- 
Ing often In u mlvi! of rnud und water. 


Women soldiers hud shifts of ton days In first- 


lino trenclu-H of tho enemy, with four hours on and 
four hours off duty. At the least unusual nolso 
or sudden skirmish the whole 2,500 women were 
out and In readiness for battle. 


livery thirty feet In tho women's sector stood a 


"post," or sentry, who llred without ceasing. 
It 


was her duty In call out, on occasion, the soldiers 
who rested In their malodorous dugouts on shelves 
that protruded from the walls along ouch side. 


Mere children were many of lho.se modern Ama- 


/,ons, for their ages vary from fifteen 
1 to thirty-five 


years, nnd for ten days on a stretch they hud no 


opportunity to change or remove their clothing. 
When nut lighting or on sentry duty thu women 
rest as best they may In thulr dugouts, where roar 
of guns does not punetrat.o very loudly. No ven- 
tilation re-aches these duel' burrows under the hills 
except (.hat ut (lit: entrance to the trench, and con- 
ditions are offensive to every sense of comfort and 
sanitation. Our Red Cross commission sought to 
remedy some of tho worst features of Russian 
trench life, but modern war is one of unbellevablt; 
horrors, not: the least of which Is the insect pesti- 
lence of the trenches. 


Kvery ten days a suction oC trench Is cleaned up 


and its occupants are stripped, sprayed with au 
Insecl dustroycr, brushed down with brooms, given 
a bath and clean clothes. In .singular contrast to 
the many antiquated methods of battlefield exist- 
ence common In tho Itimlan army are comfortable 
biil.h trains provided for the soldiers' fortnightly 
bulb. 


As the world knows, the Battalion of Death was 


organised by Madame Veru Butchkareff, who lived 
in a small Cossack settlement in Siberia ut tho 
outbreak of the war. When Madame ButghkarelT's 
husband was killed In battle she formed the Legion 
of Dentil, mainly to shame lUissIan men into ac- 
tion, and purely to relieve the awful suspense and 
monotony of village life f«r from the scene of 
strife. Therefore, In the original ranks of women 
warriors.wore to be found hardy peasants from tho 
vast agricultural region ol' Siberia, and many such 
women belong to the present regiments of. femi- 
nine soldiers. 


Far different from their once peaceful, remote 


lives Is the terrific action of the battlefront, whcr? 
Instead of distant sparks of stars In quiet sklflfc 
they witness clusters oC shells shrieking upward, 
live a minute, and bursting around u moving spe<& 
In the heavens—some airplane target for grea* 
guns. Timed to explode at 5,000 or 0,000 feet, n» 
well (is the distance of the plane can be gauged, 
the shell-turns to fall at the designated height and 
shrapnel sprays the night skies with vivid foun- 
tains of flame. 


In the great Russian upheaval Siberia has deter- 


mined to'achieve an Independence of Its own. I 
found the people In this vast storehouse of mi- 
Hire's wealth distinct In type from those In any 
other part oC Kussla, They are a mixture of Mon- 
gol and RUBS; a peculiar young-old folk. Nowhere 
else In the world have I found as strange looking 
people. Tho men have a drawn expression and 
fixed, staring eyes. Women, too, exhibit this char- 
acteristic, to a marked di'grce, ami everywhere one 
finds the form of youth surmounted by the facial 
appearance of age. I wondered whether this ex- 
nroxslon proceeded from the squalor of their 
meager lives. They an; an exceedingly dirty, filthy 
people- ragged for tin; most part, and with i'eet 
shod In a sort of straw sandal. With a land of 
rare agricultural, Umber and mineral wealth sur- 
rounding them, they yet wear an appearance 
stolid dejection.

that the whole face is covered as a 
background by microscopic repetitions 


of tho words, "United States Passport." 
Convenience was another object, 


nnd that Is served by reducing the size of the passport to just one-half of its 
old proportions so that it now measures 8% inches by 12 Inches. Also it is 
Inclosed within u small groen stiff cover, fitting easily into an ordinary pocket. 


It hns often been the case that non-English speaking officials In small 


places could not be made to understand the nature of the document, so the 
new passport bears within tho cover a statement printed in 17 different 
languages, "This document Is an .American passport."

Wisconsin, thru Us food adminis- 
trator and the College of Agr.cu ture 
is planning a campaign to acquaint 
the public with the advantages to be 
gained by a wider use of corn pro- 
ducts 
The housewives of the state 
are being urged to use more corn 
thus releasing more wheat tor the 
troops of America and its allies. 
In a circular just issued by the 
College of Agriculture, its home eco- 
nomics workers say: "The corn acre- 
age of the United States is nearly 
double that of the rest of the world 
Possessing so great a wealth of this 
cereal—a typical true-blue American 
crop—its wider use is our natural 
duty It should be an easy matter to 
educate our tastes when so much ot 
Importance to our lives and fortunes 
is at stake. We cannot ask our allies 
to share our corn with us, for the 
European housewife is not equipped 
with ovens which bake hot breads 
satisfactorily. All bread in "'^rope 
Is baked in central kitchens and dis- 
tributed to the various households 
each morning. Corn bread does not 
make palatable cold bread. We must 
eat the corn in order that there may 
be more wheat to send to those fight- 
ing in the cause of freedom—our1 
allies and our own army. There is 
neither time nor equipment for mak- 
ing corn dishes in the trenches. 
The following recipes are from tne 


circular, "Ways of Using Corn."

Women's army kitchens are adequately sup- 


plied with horse meat, and from ladies of. rank 
to serfs Ihe women soldiers have learned how to 
pi-opart: palatable food. 
They .have also learned 


not only to draw their field pieces, but actually 
carry them. 


All women ure enrolled in the infantry division 


of the army, so that theirs are machine guns, 
which throe or four women can carry together. 
Some of these guns are light enough to be borne 
on tlie shoulders of one woman. 


While Itusslans are not good marksmen they are 


expert at bayonet work, and there is nothing tbe 
Germans fear more than a Russian bayonet en- 
counter, when the sturdy dwarf of the North not 
only sticks his enemy through, but has an appal- 
ling habit of lifting him "up on the bayonet. 
I 


saw one victim oC this shocking act slide off the 
keen blade, dead. 


And if the Germans fear such attacks of unin- 


spired Uusslan men, they dread tho savage charge 
of fiery Russian women, and when they succeeded 
in capturing three In battle they tortured them to 
death by way of satisfying spite against those 
hundreds of young women who lay slain—martyrs 
to patriotism. 


I watched women soldiers dig out -their own 


trenches where rain or bombardment hud caused 
them to fall I n ; pull around their heavy ammuni- 
tion wagons and guns, as well as their field kitch- 
ens and set up their barbed-wire entanglements. 
Many of them were noblewomen and wealthy mem- 
bers of the "upper froth" of Kussia; quite a num- 
ber wore wives and mothers whose husbands were 
righting in another sector on the line; and every 
one was a volunteer. 


Wuth courage went cheerfulness. 
In the midst 


of the hardships of trench life—and they can 
scarcely be overestimated—these women sang bal- 
lads >md catchy songs us they worked at the busi- 
ness of deutli. 
Some played on musical instru- 


ments that they had brought into the trenches, 
while most of them found time to attend to the coin- 
fort of their pets, especially the battalion mascots 
—a parrot and a cat. 


Al! were short of clothing—simple as was their 


uniform. 
It consisted of a grayish khaki colored 


material, like washed-out khaki, made In overalls 
and jumper, with a tight-fitting high collar and 
belt 
They wore the same boots as were used by 


men' and some hud their feet encased in shoes and 
puttees 
Oue oC the chief difficulties in equipping 


women bus been to fit the "upper froth" with 
boots, and to the rigors of trench life has been 
added the discomfort and, I fancy, pain of dainty 
feet In coarse, heavy unaccustomed boots, stand- 
ing often in a mire of mud and water. 


Women soldiers hud shifts of ten days In first- 


line trenches of the enemy, with four hours on and 
four hours .off duty. 
At the least unusual noise 


ur sudden skirmish the whole 2,500 women were 
one and in readiness for battle. 


Kvery thirty, feet In the women's sector stood a 


"iiost" or sentry, who Bred without ceasing.

WHS her duty to call out, on occasion, the soldiers 
who rested in their malodorous dugouts on shelves 
that protruded from the walls along each side,. 


Mere children were many of these modern Ama- 


zons' for their ages vary from fifteen-to thirty-five 
years, and for ten days on a stretch they had no 


opportunity to change or remove their clothing. 
When not fighting or on sentry duty the women 
rest as best they may in their dugouts, where roar 
of Kii.us does not penetrate very loudly. No ven- 
tilation reaches these deep burrows under the hills 
except that at the entrance to the trench, and con- 
ditions are offensive to every sense of comfort and 
sanitation 
Our Red Cross commission sought to 


remedy some of tlie worst features of R^an 
trench life, but modern war is one of unbelievable 
horrors, not the least of which is the insect pesti- 
lence of the trendies. 


Every ten days a section ot trench is cleaned up 


and Its occupants are stripped, sprayed with an 
insect destroyer, brushed down with brooms, given 
a bath and clean clothes. In singular contrast to 
the many antiquated methods of battlefield exist- 
ence common in the Russian army are comfortable 
hath trains provided for the soldiers' fortnightly 
balh. 


As the world knows, the Battalion of Death was 


organized by Madame Vern Butchkareff, who lived 
in a small Cossack settlement in Siberia at the 
outbreak of the war. When Madame Butchkareff. a 
husband was killed in battle she formed the Legion 
of Death, mainly to shame Russian men into ac- 
tion, and partly to .relieve the awful suspense and 
monotony of village life far from the scene of 
strife 
Therefore, in the original ranks of women 


warriors were to be found hardy peasants from the 
vast agricultural region of Siberia, and many such 
women belong 'to the present regiments of femi- 
nine soldiers. 


Far different from their once peaceful, remote 


lives is the terrific action of the battlefront wlier* 
fniteail of. distant sparks of stars in quiet ski«« 
'they witness clusters of shells shrieking upward 
five a min'ute, and bursting around a moving sped* 
in. the heavens—some airplane target for gree* 
guns. Timed to explode at 5,000 or 6,000 feet, a. 
well as the distance of the plane can be gauged. 
the shell-turns to fall at the designated height and 
shrapnel "prays the night skies with vivid foun- 
tains of flame.
